During the quarter ended 31st March last, there were registered in the 831 
Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 25,069 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
22:9 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 20,462 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 18:7 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 2,657 persons emigrated. 


; In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 23:6 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 15:9 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°9 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913, and 0°5 below the rate for the first 
quarter of 1913. The deaths are 1,387 below those registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1913; the death-rate is 1:2 below the rate for that quarter, and 1:4 below the 
average for the first quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913. 


In comparison with those for the corresponding quarter of 1913, the returns of 
pauperism furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 1,602 in the 
average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease 
of 1,548 in the average number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 6,718, and the number of persons on 
outdoor relief shows a decrease of 14,758, the total under both heads being 22° 0 per cent. 
under the average for the first quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease m 
the population as compared with the average population for those years 1s 0-2 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (5,478) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter of 1913 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-1 above 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1912, and 0:2 above the average rate for 
the fourth quarter of the ten years 1903-1912. Of the total number of marriages, 3,793 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,685 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 4:7 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 5:9 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is 0-4 above, and that under the latter heading 0:4 below the average rate for 
the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


Of the 22,174 marriages registered last year, 5,695 were registered in - the first 
quarter, 5,609 im the second, 5,392 in the third, and 5,478 in the fourth.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st March last was 
25,069—12,884 boys and 12,185 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in every 43-6, 
or 22-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of births registered 
during the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1904-13, was 26,047, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 23:8 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are—Leinster, 23°4 
per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1911 ; Munster, 22-1; Ulster, 23:3 ; 
and Connaught, 22:0. 

The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 32:1 for Dublin county borough, 
and the lowest 18:1 for Dublin county. Of the intermediate rates the highest five are— 
Belfast county borough, 28:6 ; Limerick county and county borough, 24:5; Mayo, 23°7 ; 
‘Kerry, 23-4, and Louth, 23:1. The lowest five are—Wicklow, 18-4; Longtord, 18-5 ; 
Armagh, 18°8; Queen’s 19:1; and Cavan, 19-6. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 31st 
March last was 20,462—10,157 males and 10,305 females—affording an annual ratio 
of 1 in every 53-5, or 18-7 per 1.000 of the estimated population; the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1904-13, was 20-1 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 20-5 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1911; in Munster, 17-6; in Ulster, 19-2; and in Connaught, 15-4. 


The county or county borough death-rates* range from 13:7 in Mayo to 27:7 in 
Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest five are—Roscommon, 
14:9; Kildare, 15-1; Carlow, 15:9; Cavan, 16:0; and Kerry, 16-0; and the highest 
five are—Wextford, 21-2; Belfast county borough, 20°6 ; Monaghan, 20-5; Limerick 
county and county borough, 20-2; and Down, 19°8. .

Aaxs.—-Of the 20,462 deaths registered last quarter, 2,379, or 11-6 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age ; and 8,680, or 42-4 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 94:9 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 13-7 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
9:9 per cent. ; in Ulster, 12-1 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 8:0 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 37:1 per cent.; in Munster, to 45-2 per cent.; in Ulster, to 41:0 per cent. ; and in 
Connaught, to 54°9 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


DisrasEs.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
930, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0-85 per 1,000 living. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from some of the principal epidemic 
diseases, as registered during the March quarter of 1914, also the average 
number of deaths registered from each of these diseases, in the corresponding period 
of the 5 years, 1909-1913.

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Enteric Fever.—There were 59 deaths from enteric fever registered during the 
quarter under notice ; of this figure, 10 occurred in the city of Dublin. The average 
number of deaths from enteric fever for the whole of Ireland in the five years, 1909-1913, 
is 74, and the deaths in each of the three preceding quarters, 46, 64, and 77. 


TypHus.—The deaths of 8 persons were attributed to typhus, namely :—One in 
Belfast county borough ; 3 in Dingle Union ; one in Galway; 2 (belonging to Belfast 
county borough) in Lisburn, and one in Londonderry Union. 


_Smatr-pox.—No death from small-pox was registered in Ireland during the quarterly 
period now under review. 


Mrasies.—The number of deaths from measles was 223, equal to an annual rate of 
0-20 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland estimated to the middle of the year 1914. 
Of the total deaths there were 65 in Dublin city, and 20 in Dublin county ; 14 in Tipperary 
N. Riding ; 12 in Antrim ; 37 in Armagh! 10 in Monaghan, and 15 in Galway county. In 
each of the three preceding quarters deaths from measles for the whole of Ireland were 
243, 211, and 109, respectively. 


SCARLET FrveR.—The mortality from scarlet fever was in excess of the average, the 
deaths numbering 138, and the average, 55. In the June quarter of 1913, the deaths 
from scarlet fever were 69 in number, rising to 71 in September quarter, and again rising 
in December quarter to 137. Of the total deaths from scarlet fever, 13 occurred in the 
county borough of Dublin, 31 were registered in Belfast county borough, and 42 in the 
county of Down, of which number 30 appertained to Belfast county borough. The 
deaths (138) represent an annual rate of 0-13 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Wuoopinc-coucH.—The total number of deaths from whooping-cough for the whole 
of Ireland was 189, equivalent to an annual rate of 0-17 per 1,000; this number is lower 
than the average by 106. In the three preceding quarters deaths from, whooping-cough 
were 158, 122, and 119, respectively. Of the total deaths from whooping-cough 20 were 
registered in Dublin county borough, 10 in Wexford county, 10 in Kerry, 45 in Belfast 
county borough, 21 in Down county, and 17 in Galway county. 


DrpuTHeriA.—There was a reduced mortality from diphtheria during the quarter, 
as compared with the average, the former being represented by 93 deaths, and the latter 
by 101. In the three quarters preceding, deaths from diphtheria were 55, 57, and 90, 
respectively. The deaths (93) represent a rate of 0-09 per 1,000. Of the deaths, 22 
were in Dublin county borough, and 15 in Down county, 11 of the latter belonging to 
Belfast county borough. 


DIARRH@AL DISEASES.—The total deaths, 215, from diarrhceal diseases include 
the deaths of 176 children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. 
The latter figure represents an annual rate of 7:02 per 1,000 births registered. Of the 
176 deaths, 48 were recorded in Dublin county borough, 11 in Cork county and county 
borough, and 39 in Belfast county borough. 


TupercuLous Diskase.—In the aggregate the deaths from all forms of tuberculous 
disease numbered 2,396, and are equal to an annual rate of 2:19 per 1,000. In the 
corresponding quarter of 1913, such deaths numbered 2,476, and in the March quarter of 
1912, 2,520. 


The following notes are selected from those returned by the Registrars as being of 
special interest in reference to public health :— 


Dustin Soutn; Crumlin.—A Local Government Inquiry into the housing conditions 
was held, and will, I trust, result in getting rid of some extremely insanitary dwellings

in the district. The Jubilee nurse is as usual a source of great help in combating serious 
illnesses. 


Mutirncar ; Milltown.—The abnormal depopulation of the district from emigration 
continues, and the medical officer after making a close study of the evil has found that 
in nine cases out of ten returned Americans constitute themselves a kind of commission 
agents, taking with them money from friends in America, and other inducements to get 
their friends at home out. This plan has superseded the old “ American letter with the 
prepaid passage ticket,’ and is many times more formidable and dangerous. In this 
way whole families have left the district, and just the week before last a family of eleven, 
v.e., father, mother, and nine grown-up children disappeared. Tuberculous disease nil. 


Downpatrick ; Killough.—Seven of the 30 deaths registered were due to tuberculous 
disease. 


LisBuRN ; Drumbeg.—Nearly one-third of the total number of deaths registered 
caused by tubercle. 


CorroFIN ; Corrofin.—The members of at least four families, living widely apart, 
and in elevated positions, were attacked with diphtheria. No deaths from the disease 
so far. Origin obscure, but there is some evidence it was contracted from cats. 


MrppLeton ; Aghada.—I regret to state that ten new cases of tuberculous disease 
came under my notice during the past quarter. In three cases there was hereditary 
predisposition, in the other cases the disease appears to have been acquired owing to 
lowered constitutional resistence. It is regrettable to state that in this district, where 
poverty is practically unknown, the milk supply is most unsatisfactory. 


MircHEeLstown ; Kildorrery——To completely wipe out tubercular disease will be an 
impossibility as long as persons who are beyond the curative stage are allowed to roam 
around and visit the houses of their neighbours, sit and chat with them, spit on the floor, 
smoke their pipe, &c. To obviate all this, such persons should be put under proper 
restraint, compulsorily, in an institution such as a workhouse which may have been closed, 
and one or two such could be spared in each county. 


CLONAKILTY ; Tvmoleague.—There were three deaths during quarter from tubercular 
disease of the lungs, aged 20, 26, and 27 years. Hach case had a marked family pre- 
disposition to this disease. 


Limerick ; Caherconlish—No infectious disease of any kind except tuberculosis. 
One death registered from this never-failing calamity. One case sent to Peamount 
Sanatorlum—a young man, and father of a family. He lived here in a wretched house, 
being unable to get a cottage. Had he a good warm house, well-ventilated, I am sure he 
never would have got this disease. 


Monacuan ; Castleshane.—There were 10 cases of diphtheria, all arising frcom one 
family. Four died without any medical attendance. 


CANCER.—The deaths of 874 persons were ascribed to cancer. This number equals 
an annual death-rate of 0-80 per 1,000, as compared with 0-77, 0:84, and 0:86 in each of 
the three preceding quarters. 


VIOLENCE.—Under the head of violence (including accident or negligence homicide, 
and suicide) 220 deaths were recorded. 
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The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Enteric fever in 20 districts, typhus in 3, measles in 49, scarlet fever in 40, whooping- 
cough in 30, diphtheria in 18, influenza in 29, mumps in 12, German measles in 6, 
chicken pox in 3, cerebro-spinal fever insone, and poliomyelitis in 5. [See Appendix to 
this Report commencing on page 65. | 


Inquests.—There were 462 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to one in every 44 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was one inquest to every 35 deaths registered, in Munster one to 
60, in Ulster one to 40, and in Connaught one to 102. 


Deatus in Pusiic Instirutions.—-Of the 20,462 deaths registered, 4,223, or 20°6 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 28°5, in Munster 
23°2, in Ulster 15°5, and in Connaught 12°6. 


Uncertiriep Deatus.—According to the returns, 4,723 of the 20,462 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 23 per cent. of the total. 
In Leinster the percentage was 16, in Munster 27, in Ulster 18, and in Connaught the 
uncertified deaths were 50 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


The following table (Table IV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter 
ended 31st March, 1914, and in each of the eight quarters immediately 
preceding ; with the ratio of these deaths to the deaths from all causes and to the 
population :

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the first quarter 
of the year 1914, there were 11,269 persons successfully vaccinated. 


EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 


who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 


who leit Ireland during the quarter ended 31st March last was 2,657 (1,606 males 
and 1,051 females), being 1,064 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1913, 
and 1,461 below the average number for the first quarter of the ten years 1904-1913.

The average price of oatmeal (1st quality) in Dublin for the quarter was 16s. per 
ewt. For the corresponding quarter of the year 1913 the average price was also 
16s., and for the first quarter of 1904 the average price was 14s. 6d. per cwt. 


The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market for the quarter 
were 2s. 5d. to 2s. 10d. In the first quarter of 1913 the average prices were 4s. 
to 4s. 5d., and the prices for the corresponding quarter of 1904 were 3s. 7d. to 4s. 3d. 


The average price per cwt. of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market was 48s. to 65s. 6d., 
as against 49s. to 67s. for the first quarter of 1913, the price for the first quarter of 1904 
ranging from 47s.

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the first quarter of 1914, an average 
number of 1,642 in each week was located in asylums for the blind and the deaf and dumb, © 
and in extern hospitals; in the corresponding quarter of 1913 the average weekly 
number was 1,659.

THE WEATHER. 


The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteorological obser- 
vations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, Dublin, during the first

quarter of the years 1909 to 1914, respectively, furnished by direction of the Superinten- 
dent of the Ordnance Survey (see Table on page 14). 


The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of 1914 was 29-724 
inches, being 0:041 below the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1909-1913; the highest reading (30-651 inches) was on the 6th January at 9 p.M., wind 
W.N.W.., and the lowest (28-066 inches) on the 22nd February at 9 A.M. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 42-8°, being 1:6° above the 
average for the first quarter of the 5 years, 1909-1913. 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 60:0° and the minimum 
22:0°. The maximum heat in sun was 110°5°. 


Rain or snow fell on 53 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 5-410 inches 
_ being 0°365 inch below the average for the first quarter of the five years, 1909-1913. 
The greatest monthly rainfall was in February, when 2-205 inches were registered. 


January.—The mean height ot the barometer during this month was 30-105 inches : 
the highest reading (30°651 inches) was on the Ist, at 9 A.m.; and the lowest 
(29°474 inches) on the 31st, at 9 am. The mean temperature of the air was 
41:4°, the maximum registered was 55:7°, and the minimum 25°1°. The 9th was the 
warmest day, and the Ist the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 41-3° 
and of the wet bulb, 39-8°. The maximum heat in the sun was 67:1°, and the minimum 
op the grass 18°4°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 20-5 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 5°5 hours on the 26th. The minimum on the grass was 
below 30° on 9 nights. The maximum ozone was 0-7, the minimum 0-0, and the 
mean 0-4. Rain or snow fell on 15 days. The rain-fall measured 1-290 inches; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 0-260 inches on the 17th. 


February.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-503 inches ; 
the highest reading (30°026 inches) was on the 27th, at 9 P.M., and the lowest 
(28-066 inches) on the 22nd, at 9 a.m. The mean temperature of the air was 
44-4°, the maximum registered was 57:°9°, and the minimum 26:0°. The 27th 
was the warmest day, and the 24th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 44°5°, andof the wet bulb 43-1°. The maximum heat in sun was 97:0°, and the 
minimum on the grass 20:2°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 81:6 
hours; the greatest daily amount being 8°8 hours on the 27th. The minimum on the 
grass was below 30° on 11 nights. The maximum ozone was 0:8, the minimum 0:4, 
and the mean 0:6. Rain or snow fell on 18 days. The rain-fall measured 2-205 inches ; 
the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0° 500 inch on the 21st. 


March.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-565 inches, 
the highest reading (30°128 inches) was on the 16th at 9 p.M., and the lowest 
(28:980 inches) on the 20th, at 9am. The mean temperature of the air was 
42-5°; the maximum registered was 60°0°, and the minimum 22:0°. The 29th was the 
warmest day, and the 20th the coldest night. The mean ofthe dry bulb was 42: 2°, and of the 
wet bulb 40°8°. The maximum heat in sun was 110°5°, and the minimum on the grass 
The total amount of sunshine recorded was 127:2 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 9-1 hours on the 29th. The minimum on the grass was below 30° on 14 
nights. The maximum ozone was 0°8, the minimum 0:3, and the mean0:6. Rain or snow 
fell on 20 days. The rain-fall measured 1-915 mches; the greatest amount in 24 hours 
was 0° 220 inch on the 3rd.

METEOROLOGY. 


[Prepared in the Meteorological Office under the direction of W. N. Shaw, Esq., LL.D., Sc. D’ 
F.RS.| 


The weather generally was mild, and the only frost at all severe was experienced on 
the first morning of January. Snow was experienced at times, but usually in rather 
small quantities, and at ordinary levels soon disappeared. Rain was both heavy and 
frequent, especially in the west and south during February and March, and, with the winds 
ae south and west which were so prevalent, mist and fog occurred rather frequently 
on the coasts. 


January brought winds from between west and south-west during its first and last 
weeks with mild weather, but the fortnight intervening was marked by a flow of air from 
south-east, and a temperature below the normal. During this time the thermometer 
never fell to a very low figure, but the mean temperature was 3° or more below the normal. 
Regarding the month as a whole the mean temperature differed little from the normal, 
being half a degree below in the south, and a trifle above in the north. The lowest minimum 
readings were registered on the Ist, when the thermometer descended to 17° or 18° at 
several stations inland. During the period of south-easterly winds there was little rain, 
and although rain was of daily occurrence during the early and late days of the month, the 
aggregate fall was much less than the normal. The sky was rarely free from cloud, and 
the total duration of bright sunshine was deficient. In the northern half of the country 
‘the mean duration was less than ? hour per day, and in the south it only slightly exceeded 
an hour. » 


In February the predominating feature of the weather was the persistent southerly to 
south-westerly winds and the rain. Gales from some southerly point of the compass 
were very frequent on the south-western and western coasts, and the force of the wind 
over the country generally was stronger than usual. Rain fell on no less than twenty- 
five days over practically the whole country, and greatly exceeded the average. Over 
the northern half the aggregate fall amounted to 5-6 in., against an average of 2-8 in., 
and in the south, where the average is 3:1 in., the total fall was as much as 6-3 Ina, At 
some places in the south-west there was not a day without rain, and observers characterised 
the month as “the wettest February known,” “a miserable wet month.” The tem- 
perature was above the normal almost every day, the excess during the first week being 
more than 6°. As a whole the mean exceeded the normal by 2-6° both in the northern 
and southern divisions of the country. During the first week there was no reading below 
32° reported, and the occasional frosts which occurred subsequently were sight. The 
mean temperature of the first seven days was both actually and relatively higher than 
at any other later period of the month. In common with nearly the whole Kingdom, 
Ireland received less sunshine than usual in February. Over the northern half of the 
country the mean daily duration was 1-6 hr.—rather more than 3 hr. less than the average 
—and over the southern half the daily mean, 2-2 hr., was $ hr. below the normal. 


March, as a whole, had a temperature about the normal, but the first two weeks, 
during which the wind was almost continuously from between south and west, were 
mild for the time of year, while the remainder of the period, when the wind was often 
from some point between north and west, was rather cold. No severe frost was experienced, 
but the latter half of the period furnished minimum temperature readings of 26° at several 
inland stations. Maximum readings a little below 50° were not uncommon during the 
colder fortnight, but by the end of the month, when the wind shifted to the southward, 
temperature rose quickly, and reached a higher figure than at any previous period. In the 
south-west the temperature on the 31st rose to a maximum of 60° or a trifle higher. The 
general force of the wind was rather stronger than usual, and gale force was attained on 
several occasions on the Atlantic seaboard, and less frequently along the eastern coast. 
One of the most violent gales was from the north-westward and northward, and began 
suddenly during the night of the 15th. 


if Say Meteorology. 


The most striking feature of the month was§the rainfall. From whatever direction 
came the wind the weather was always more or less rainy, although heavy downpours 
measuring an inch or more in twenty-four hours were seldom experienced. With a strong 
south-easterly wind on the 28th, however, as much as 1-86 in. fell at Caragh Lake, and 
this was followed by 1-05 in. on the 29th. At some of the observing stations precipitation 
occurred on every day of the month, some of it coming in the form of hail, sleet, or snow. 
At Caragh Lake and on Valencia Island the rain which began to fall daily late in January, 
continued through the whole of February and March, with the result that of seventy - 
three days only two were entirely rainless. The rain in the east was, as usual, con- 
siderably less than in the west, and in some parts of Dublin and its vicinity it was actually 
a little below the normal. At Glasnevin, where the fall was among the lowest reported, 
the figure was only 1-82 in., or 0-23 in. below the average, while at Kingstown the total 
fall amounted to only 1-70 in., divided between eighteen days. At Killarney the aggregate 
amounted to 8:87 in., an excess on the normal of 4-20 in. 


Bright sunshine differed little from the normal, but the early days were mostly very 
dull. Later bright intervals were frequent, and on some days the average duration was 
greatly exceeded. 


The mean temperature for the quarter was above the normal by about a degree both in 
the north and south, but in the south the figure was 43-5°, or 1-4° higher than in the north. 
In both districts the quarter was milder than in any corresponding period of recent years, 
except in 1912, when the mean for the north was 0-1°, and that for the south 0-5° higher. 
After the very first morning, when some places reported minimum readings below 20°, 
sharp frost was rare. Many consecutive nights in each month passed without a reading 
below 32°, and when frost did occur the thermometer seldom descended below 26°. 


The rainfall for the quarter was in excess of the normal throughout the whole country. 
In the northern half a measurable quantity fell on sixty-eight days, and yielded a total 
of 12-0 in., or 131 per cent. of the average ; and in the south rain was measured on seventy - 
two days, giving a total of 13-8 in., or 136 per cent. of the normal. In the north 12-0 in. 
was a much heavier fall than during any corresponding quarter of recent years—nearly 
twice as large as that yielded by the dry quarter of 1911. _In Ireland South the figure 
of 13°8 was also nearly twice that of 1911, but it was only a tenth of an inch more than 
during the first quarter of 1913. 


The duration of bright sunshine was lower than that of any corresponding quarter 
of recent years in the north, the figure being 1-9 hr., or only 78 per cent. of the average. 
In the south, however, where the figure was 2-3 hr., representing 84 per cent. of the average, 
it was slightly more than in 1913.

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During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered in the 831 
Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,112 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
23:9 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 18,485 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 16:9 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 10,252 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 24°2 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 13:3 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°5 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913, and 0-4 below the rate for the second 
quarter of 1913. The deaths are 1,467 below those registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1913 ; the death-rate is 1-3 below the rate for that quarter, and 1:1 below the 


average for the second quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913. 


In comparison with those for the corresponding quarter of 1913, the returns of 
pauperism furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 1,270 in the 
average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease 
of 641 in the average number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the second quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 6,004, and the number of persons on 
out-door relief shows a decrease of 13,773, the total under both heads being 21° 2 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (6,922) registered in Ireland during the first quarter of 1914 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 6:3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1:0 above’ 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1913, and 0:2 above the average rate for 
the first quarter of the ten years 1904-1913. Of the total number of marriages, 5,545 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,377 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 6-8 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 4°8 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is 0-2 above, and that under the latter heading equal to the average rate for 
the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion ot 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, while 
as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than that for 
any of the other quarters of the year.

AcEs.—-Of the 18,485 deaths registered last quarter, 2,089, or 11-3 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age ; and 7,340, or 39-7 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 80-6 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 12:6 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
10°5 per cent. ; in Ulster, 11-6 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 8:6 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 33°6 per cent.; in Munster, to 42-8 per cent.; in Ulster, to 39-0 per cent. ; and in 
Connaught, to 51-0 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


DisEases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
1,100, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 1-00 per 1,000 living.

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ENTERIC Frver.—The number of deaths from this disease was 57; in the three 
preceding quarters such deaths numbered 64, 77 and 59 respectively, the average for the 
second quarter of the past 5 years being 58 deaths. Of the 57 deaths registered during 
the quarter, 4 deaths occurred in each of the following unions :—Ballina, Cork and Omagh 
3 in each of the unions of Belfast, Dublin North, and Dublin South ; and 2 in each of the 
unions of Dingle, Dundalk, Dungannon, Listowel, Newtownards, Rathdown and 
Tobercurry. 


TypHus.—Twelve deaths from typhus were recorded, as against an average of 15 for 
the second quarter of the five years, 1909-13, the deaths from this cause registered in the 
three quarters, ending with the 31st March last, numbering 13, 6 and 8 respectively. Of 
the 11 deaths, 4 (all appertaining to Belfast county borough) were registered in Lisburn 
union, and one death in each of the following unions :—Belfast, Cork, Galway, Kilrush, 
Limerick, Newry, Scarrift and Westport. 


SMALL-POX.—No death from this disease was recorded during the quarter just ended. 


Meastes.—To measles 452 deaths were attributed, bemg-equivalent to an annual 
rate of 0-41 per 1,000 of the estimated population. In the three preceding quarters, 
deaths from this disease numbered 211, 109 and 223, respectively, the average for the 
second quarter of the five years, 1909-1913, being 219. Of the 452 deaths, 289 (or 64 
per cent.) occurred in the unions of Dublin North and Dublin South, combined, 38 in Belfast 
union, and 13 in Sligo. 


ScarLtet Frver.—There were 93 deaths from scarlet fever, affording an annual rate 
of 0:08 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 


In the three quarters preceding, the deaths were 71, 137 and 138 respectively. 


In Lisburn union, 31 deaths (30 belonging to Belfast county borough) were registered 
during the past quarter; in Belfast,17; m Dublin South, 5; m Lurgan, 4; in Dublin 
North, 3, and in Newtownards, 3. 


The deaths (93) from scarlet fever during the quarter just ended are 38 above the 
average for the second quarter of the past five years. 


Wuoopineg-coucu.—The number of deaths from this cause was 187, being equivalent to 
an annual rate of 0-17 per 1,000 of the estimated population. As compared with the 
average number for the corresponding quarter of the past five years, namely, 273 deaths, 
there is a decline of 86 deaths from this cause. In the three quarters ending with 31st 
March last, deaths from whooping-cough were 122, 119 and 189, respectively. During 
the quarter under notice the deaths in Belfast union numbered 67 ; in Cork, 22 ; in Dublin 
North, 14; and in Enniscorthy, 12. 


- Dipuruerta.— Deaths from diphtheria which in the three preceding quarters numbered 
57, 90 and 93, respectively, were 65 in the quarter under notice, as against an average of 
76 for the second quarter of the five years, 1909-13. 


Of the 65 deaths, 9 were in Dublin South union, 8 in Dublin North, 6 m Lisburn union 
(4 belonging to Belfast county borough), 4 in Lurgan, and 3 deaths each in Ballymahon, 
Belfast and Clones unions. 


DIARRH@AL DisEases.—Of 223 deaths from these causes, 185 were deaths of children 
under 2 years of age, the latter being equivalent to 7-08 per 1,000 births registered. 
Forty-two of the 185 deaths were recorded in Belfast union, 29 in Dublin South, 23 


in Dublin North, and 13 in Cork. 


TupercuLous DiseasE.—The deaths returned under this heading amounted to 
2,506, affording an annual rate of 2-29 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 


In the second quarter of 1913 such deaths numbered 2,694, the number returned by 
the registrars for the corresponding quarter of 1912 being 2,664. ;

WarerrorD ; Ullid.—The one case of tuberculosis registered does not represent the 
amount existing. 


Birr; Frankford.—The dwellings of the poor people of this district are not good in 
some instances. 


Of the 11 deaths returned, the average 
age 1s 76-6 years. They range from 65 to 91 years. 


BaLttyMAHON ; Ballymore.—Total absence of pulmonary tuberculosis: 


Limerick ; Caherconlish—Two deaths registered from pulmonary tuberculosis. I 
am. now trying to get a grocer’s assistant sent to a sanatorium. He contracted the disease 
in Dublin. His parents here at home are quite healthy. 


RatHKEALe ; Pallaskenry.—Of two cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, one contracted 
the disease in Limerick City, and came back to the country to die amongst the friends. 


Newry ; Mountnorris.—The housing of the poorer people has greatly improved in 
the past few years, but the traditional fear of fresh air in the house persists. 


Cavan ; Killashandra.—A child of 8 years who had been drinking water from a 
pump, in which for months were. visible numbers of small red worms. This 
child vomited 28 worms, and passed 4 per rectum. The unsanitary state of this water has 
been frequently reported by me. 


Downpatrick ; Downpatrick.—The drinking water in the rural parts of district is 
becoming scarce. _I find it difficult to induce the sanitary authority to take the necessary 
steps as to conserving the water, and preventing contamination in the country parts. 


Downpatrick ; Kuillyleagh.—The death-rate is low, but the number of deaths (6) 
from all forms of tuberculous disease is large in proportion to the deaths registered. 


Lispurn ;  Ballylesson.—The housing accommodation for the farm labouring 
community is inadequate. 


Newry ; Donaghmore.—Labourers’ cottages are badly needed. 
Laispurn ; Saintfield—Tuberculous diseases on increase. 
BALLINROBE ; Cappaghduff.—Tuberculous disease prevalent in the district. 


_ CLaremorris ; Claremorris.—The health of the district is good ; and owing to the 
operations and example set by the Congested Districts Board, a great improvement in the 
housing of the people is noticeable. 


CANCER.—The number of deaths from this cause, as returned by the Registrars, was 
869, affording an annual ratio of 0-79 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The corres- 
ponding rates for the three preceding quarters were 0-84, 0-86 and 0-80, respectively. _ 


__ VIOLENCE.—According to the returns furnished by the Registrars, the deaths from 
violence (including accident or negligence, homicide and suicide) numbered 196. 
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The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Enteric fever in 13 districts, typhus in 2, measles in 40, scarlet fever in 41, whooping - 
cough in 25, diphtheria in 11, influenza in 17, mumps in 7, German measles in 2, 
chicken pox in 2, and poliomyelitis in one. [See Appendix to this Report commencing 
on page 139. | 


Inquests.—There were 413 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to one in every 45 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was one inquest to every 46 deaths registered, in Munster one to 
47, in Ulster one to 37, and in Connaught one to 96. 


Deatus In Pustic [nstrrutions.---Of the 18,485 deaths registered, 4,027, or 21°8 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 29°9, in Munster 
25°7, in Ulster 15°6, and in Connaught 14:0. 


UncertTIFIED Dratus.—According to the returns, 4,059 of the 18,485 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 22 per cent. of the total. 
In Leinster the percentage was 15, in Munster 26, in Ulster 17, and in Connaught the 
uncertified deaths were 46 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


The following table (Table IV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter 
ended 30th June, 1914, and in each of the eight quarters immediately 
preceding ; with the ratio of these deaths to the deaths from all causes and to the 
population :

VACCINATION, 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the second quarter 
of the year 1914, there were 21,904 persons successfully vaccinated. 


EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Inish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 30th June last was 10,252 (5,153 males 
and 5,099 females), being 4,896 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1913, 
and 4,080 below the average number for the second quarter of the ten years 1904-1913.

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteorological obser- 
vations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, Dublin, during the first

quarter of the years 1909 to 1914, respectively, furnished by direction of the Superinten- 
dent of the Ordnance Survey (see Table on page 88). 


The mean height of the barometer during the second quarter of 1914 was 30:077 
inches, being 0°233 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1909-1913; the highest reading (30°595 inches) was on the 25th April at 9 p.m., and 
the lowest (29-263 inches) on the 7th April at 9 A.M. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 50°5°, being 0: 1° above the 
average for the second quarter of the 5 years, 1909-1913. 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 75°8° and the minimum 
27°1°. The maximum heat in sun was 132°0°. 


Rain or snow fell on 32 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 4°170 incheS 
being 2°484 inches below the average for the second quarter of the five years, 190)- 
1913. The greatest monthly rainfall was in May, when 2:110 inches were registered. 


April.—The mean height ot the barometer during this month was 30°026 inches ; 
the highest reading (30°595 inches) was on the 25th, at 9 p.m.; and the lowest 
(29-263 inches) on the 7th, at 9 am. The mean temperature of the air was 
45:9°, the maximum registered was 65:8°, and the minimum 27-1°. The 27th was the 
warmest day, and the 16th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 47-6° 
and of the wet bulb, 46°0°. The maximum heat in the sun was 119°5°, and the minimum 
on the grass 22-°0°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 237'8 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 12:9 hours on the 17th. The minimum on the grass was 
below 30° on 12 nights. The maximum ozone was 0-8, the minimum 0:0, and the 
mean 0:6. Rain or snow fell on 10 days. The rain-fall measured 0-925 inch; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 0-260 inch on the 3rd. 


May.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 30-101 inches ; 
the highest reading (30°485 inches) was on the 19th, at 9 a.m., and the lowest 
(29:407 inches) on the 6th, at 9 pm. The mean temperature of the air was 
50:0°, the maximum registered was 69°7°, and the minimum 28°4°. The 2ist 
was the warmest day, and the 25th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 50°6°, and of the wet bulb 48-6°. The maximum heat in sun was 129°0°, and the 
minimum on the grass 21-0°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 152°9 
hours, the greatest daily amount being 13:2 hours on the 27th. The minimum on the 
erass was below 30° on 4 nights. The maximum ozone was 0:8, the minimum 0°38, 
and the mean 0:6. Rain or snow fell on 15 days. The rain-fall measured 2-110 inches ; 
the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0-480 inch on the 22nd. 


June.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 30:103 inches, 
the highest reading (30-417 inches) was on the 25th at 9 Pp.M., and the lowest 
(29:740 inches) on the 7th, at 9pm. The mean temperature of the air was 
55°5°; the maximum registered was 75-8°, and the minimum 34:9°. The 30th was the 
warmest day, andthe 1st the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 56: 0°, and of the 
wet bulb 531°. The maximum heat in sun was 132:0°, and the minimum on the grass 29 +9°. 
The total amount of sunshine recorded was 193:°8 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 14:4 hours on the 15th. The minimum on the grass was below 30° on one 
night. The maximum ozone was 0-7, the minimum 0°4, and the mean 0:5. Rain 
fell on 7 days. The rain-fall measured 1:135 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours 
was 0:470 inch on the 20th.

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METEOROLOGY. 


{Prepared in the Meteorological Office under the direction of W. N. Shaw, Esq., LL.D., 
peo eer R.St| 


The weather of the quarter generally was unusually dry, and rather warm and sunny 
for the time of year. Although the droughty condition that began in April continued 
more or less throughout the period the amount of sunshine was often very deficient. 
The excess during April, however, was very large, and counterbalanced the relative 
duiness of the following months. | 


Aprit.—Until the 14th the wind current was from the south-westward and southward, 


_ and often strong, not infrequently attaining the force of a gale. The generally wet weather 


which had been such a characteristic of the two months preceding continued with this wind 
current, although very heavy falls of rain were rare. At Caragh Lake the 82 days ending 
on the 14th were all more or less rainy, and the aggregate amount during that period 
was as high as 36-43 ins., giving a mean of little more than 0°44 in. per day. The sub-_ 
sequent distribution of barometric pressure was, however, entirely different, being mostly 


anticyclonic, and the winds were either light and variable or from some point between 


north and west, and except on the 22nd to 24th, when the condition became temporarily 
eyclonic and the wind west to south-west, the weather was dry. The total rainfall tor 
the month was less than the average, the difference being 0-25 in. in the north and 1.0 in. 
in the south. 


Temperature was seldom at all low for the time of year, and the mean for the month 
exceeded the normal by at least 24°. The warmest period was the third week, when the 
thermometer rose to above 70° and the mean temperature ranged from 5° to 6° above 
the average. Very slight frost occurred at night here and there inland, but as a rule the 
minimum temperature was rather high. 


Bright Sunshine was generally above the normal, even during the unsettled, rainy 
part of the month, and for the whole period there was an excess equal to nearly two hours 
per day in the north, and about 2} hours in the south. During a considerable portion of 
the period the mean daily excess was as large as 3 hours. 


May.—The general character of the weather resembled that of April in the 
small amount of rainfall, but there was much less sunshine, and the temperature was relatively 
lower. During the first fortnight the temperature diverged little from the normal, but 
the third week was warm, and the fourth cold, the final result of the warm and cold periods 
being that the mean for the month was nearly a degree below the average in the north, 
and almost identical with the normal in the south. The low temperature of the last week 
accompanied a northerly wind current that set in rather suddenly on the 23rd. Night 
frosts occurred from time to time in various inland districts, and in some cases were severe 
enough to cause injury to tender vegetation. 


The aggregate Rainfall was less than during April, and nearly all of it fell before the 
12th, with a cyclonic pressure distribution and winds between south-west and west or 
north-west. From that date dry weather was almost continuous, although 1t was seldom 
very bright. At Ballinacurra, Co. Cork, the only rain after the 14th was 0-16 in. on 
the 22nd. In the north the total rainfall was 0°51 in. less than the normal, and in the 
south 0:92 in. less. 


The only week with a sunshine record above the average was from the 10th to the 
16th, and the number of hours of bright sunshine for the month was much lower than tor 
April. In the northern division the mean daily amount was 4°9 hours, or 1-2 hr. below 
the normal; and in the south 4:8 hours, or 1-7 hr. in defect, whereas in April the daily 
means were 6:6 hours and 7-8 hours respectively.

June.—-Until the 14th the wind came continuously from the northward or north- 
westward, with a temperature below the normal, and but little sunshine. Subsequently the 
northerly breeze gave place to light, variable airs or calms, alternating with light or 
moderate breezes from west or south-west, while the temperature became higher and the 
sky less cloudy. 


Over the country generally the temperature was just equal to the average, being 0-7° 
below it in the north and 0:7° above it in the south. Only one really warm period was 
experienced, and that occurred about the middle of the month. The rise of temperature 
was felt in all localities, and at Killarney on the 15th the thermometer touched 80°. 


The most marked feature of the month was, as in May, the small rainfall. Over the 
country generally rain fell on only 12 or 13 days, and usually in very small amounts. The 
only notable exception was at Castle Forbes, Longford, where there was a downpour of 
1:52 in. on the 17th. At Roche’s Point, in the far south, the total fall for the month 
was no more than 25 per cent. of the average. In the northern districts the aggregate fall 
was 1-59 in., a deficit of 1-03 in., and in the south the aggregate of 1-06 in. was 1°42 in. 
below the normal. 


The latter half of the month was much brighter than the earlier in all parts of the 
country, but in the north the total number of hours of Bright Sunshine was only equal 
to 5-2 hours per day, or 0:5 hr. per day less than the normal. In the south, however, the 
daily mean was 6-7 hours, equal to an excess of 0:5 hr, per day. No part of the country 
was so bright as during April ; even in the south the daily mean sunshine was 1-1 hr. less 
than in that month. 


THE QuarTER.—The mean temperature for the quarter was 2° higher in the south 
than in the north, but in both divisions there was an eacess, that in the south being 1-2” 
and that in the north 0-6°. The temperature of the corresponding quarter of last year 
was rather more than a degree below the normal, but the corresponding figures for the 
quarter in 1911 were practically the same. 


The Rainfall of the quarter was the lowest for many years throughout the country. Tn 


the north there was only 5-7 in., or 75 per cent. of the average, and in the south 4:3 in, - 


or 56 per cent. of the normal. The corresponding quarter of last year was extremely wet, 
yielding 10-6 in. in the north and 11-6 in. in the south, while the preceding quarter in the 
present year yielded as much as 12-0 in. and 13-8 in. in the respective districts. A dry 
period was consequently very much needed, but after the first few droughty weeks the 
absence of rain was much felt by agriculturists in certain districts. 


Bright Sunshine exceeded the normal over the country generally, but the excess was 
mainly due to the unusual brightness of April. During a very large portion of the quarter 
the sunshine was deficient in the north, and the total number of hours, equal to 5-5 hours 
per day, was a mere trife above the normal. The south was, however, generally brighter, 
and the total number of hours, represented by a daily mean of 6-5 hours, was 109 per cent. 
of the average. Both districts were much more sunny than during the corresponding 
quarter of last year, and the daily mean of 6-5 hours in the south was the highest in that 


region for many years.

During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in the 831 
Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 24,331 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
92-2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 15,213 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 13:9 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 4,148 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 24:3 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 12: 4 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°8 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1904-1918, and 0:4 below the rate for the third 
quarter of 1913. The deaths are 1,216 below those registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1913 ; the death-rate is 0° 4 below the rate for that quarter, and 0-5 below the 
average for the third quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913. 


In comparison with those for the corresponding quarter of 1913, the returns of 
pauperism furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 258 in the 
average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease 
of 248 in the average number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the third quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 5,620, and the number of persons on 
out-door relief shows a decrease of 13,417, the total under both heads being 21° 0 per cent. 
under the average for the third quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease 1n 
the population as compared with the average population for those years 1s 0:2 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (5,570) registered in Ireland during the second quarter of 1914 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being equal to 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1913, but 0-2 above the average rate for 
the second quarter of the ten years 1904-1913. Of the total number of marriages, 3,874 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,696 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 4:8 per 1,000 
ol the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 5-9 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is 0-3 above, and that under the latter heading is equal to the average rate for 
the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion ot 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, while 
as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than that for 
any of the other quarters of the year.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th September last was 
24,331—12,551 boys and 11,780 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in every 45-0, 
or 22-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of births registered 
during the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1904-13, was 25,269, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 23:0 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are—Leinster, 22-5 
per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1911 ; Munster, 21°9 ; Ulster, 22-7 ; 


and Connaught, 20:7: 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 28-0 for Beliast county borough, 
and the lowest 17°6 for Dublin county and Monaghan county. Of the intermediate 
rates the highest five are—Dublin county borough, 27:8; Limerick county and county 
borough, 24°5; Louth, 23-6; Kilkenny, 23:1; and Londonderry county and county 
borough, 22°9. The lowest five are—Leitrim, 18-4; Roscommon, 18:5; Wicklow, 
18:8; Carlow, 19:0; and Clare, 19> I. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 30th 
September last was 15,213—7 689 males and 7,524 females—affording an annual ratio 
of 1 in every 72:0, or 13-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population; the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1904-13, was 14:4 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 14°6 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1911; in Munster, 13-1; in Ulster, 14:6; and in Connaught, 11°7. 


The county or county borough death-rates* range from 10:6 in Queen's county to 
19-9 in Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest five are—Longford, 
10-7; Clare, 11-0; Leitrim, 11°! ; Kerry, 11:2; and Kilkenny, 11-3; and the highest 
five are—Belfast county borough, 17-2; Louth <bostt; Waterford county and county 
borough, 15°4; Down, 15:0; and Armagh, 14°5.

Acrs,—-Of the 15,213 deaths registered last quarter, 2,126, or 14:0 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age ; and 5,618, or 36-9 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 87:4 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 15-1 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
12:4 per cent. ; in Ulster, 15-4 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 9:7 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 32°6 per cent. ; in Munster, to 39-1 per cent.; in Ulster, to 35-0 per cent. ; and in 
Connaught, to 49-4 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Disrases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
1,262, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 1:15 per 1,000 living. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from some of the principal epidemic 
diseases, as registered during the September quarter of 1914, also the average 
number of deaths registered from each of these diseases, in the corresponding period 
of the 5 years, 1909-1913.

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ENTERIC FEvER.—There were 75 deaths from enteric fever as against 77, 59, and 57 
deaths in each of the three preceding quarters, and the average 63 for the third quarter 
of the five years preceding. Of the total, 18 deaths belonged to the city of Dublin, 8 to 
Belfast, 7 to Ballymena urban district, and 5 to the urban district of Carrick-on-Suir. 


Typuus.—Five deaths from typhus were registered, the average being 8; the 5 deaths 
were registered in the following unions: in Belfast, one death ; in Dingle, one death ; in 
Lisburn, two deaths ; and in Strokestown, one death. 


SMALL-Pox.—There was no mortality from small-pox, neither did any report of the 
incidence of the disease in Ireland reach this office. 


Mrastes.—The deaths from measles, in number 167 (the average being 125) correspond 
to an annual rate of 0-15 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland, estimated to the middle 
of the year. In each of the quarters preceeding such deaths were respectively 109, 223, 
and 452. Of the total for the past quarter, 18 belonged to Dublin citv, and 62 to Belfast 
(including 5 deaths in the Fever Hospital of Ballylesson). There were 11 deaths from 
measles in Ballina union, and 17 in Sligo. : 


ScarLeT Fever.—In the three quarterly periods preceding deaths from scarlet fever 
numbered 137, 138, and 93, and declined in the period under notice to 75 deaths (average 
being 53). Of the deaths 22 belong to Belfast city, which figure includes the deaths 
of 17 persons who died in the Fever Hospital of Ballylesson. 


Woopring-coucH.—The number of deaths from whooping-cough was 163, correspond- 
ing to an annual rate of 0-15 per 1,000. The total is below the average, 186, also below the 
numbers which occurred in the June quarter of 1914, and the March quarter of 1914, but 
above the December quarter of 1913, namely, 119. Of the total (163), there were 23 
deaths appertaining to the city of Cork, 52 occurred in Belfast city, 11 in the union of 
Ballina, and 15 in the union of Castlebar. : 


DrIPHTHERIA.—The deaths from diphtheria, numbering 60, are below the average of the 
five corresponding quarters in the five years preceding by 15 and below the number 
registered in the June quarter by 5. In the December quarter of 1913 the deaths from 
this cause numbered 90, and in the March quarter of the present year they numbered 93. 
There were 13 deaths in Dublin city included in the total. 


DiarrH@ar Diseases.—In the aggregate the deaths from diarrhoeal diseases numbered 
717, including 666 deaths of children under two years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, 
49 deaths of persons over two years in age from diarrhoea, and 2 deaths from dysentery. 
The 666 deaths are equal to a rate of 27.4 per 1,000 births registered. 


TupERCcULOUS D1sEAsr.—The total number of deaths from tuberculous disease was 
2,041, being equivalent to an annual death rate of 1.86 per 1,000 of the population; as 
compared with the number of deaths in the corresponding quarter of 1913, there was a 
reduction of 16 in the number (2,041). 


Porto-myEtitis.—The Registrar of Markethill district, im the union of Armagh, 
reports that there were three cases of polio-myelitis at Glenanne. 


CanceR.—The mortality from cancer was represented by 879 deaths, being equivalent 
to an annual death-rate of 0.80 per 1,000. In each of the three preceding quarters the 
death-rates were 0:86, 0-80, and 0-79 per 1,090. 


VIoLENCE.—-Under the heading violence, the deaths of 220 persons were returned ; 
this figure includes accidental deaths, homicides, and suicides. 
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The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Enteric fever in 14 districts, typhus in one, measles in 17, scarlet fever in 40, whooping- 
cough in 12, diphtheria in 15, mumps in 3, German measles in one, chicken pox 
in 3, and poliomyelitis in one. [See Appendix to this Report commencing on page 213.] 


InquEsts.—There were 388 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to one in every 39 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was one inquest to every 33 deaths registered, in Munster one to 
46, in Ulster one to 35, and in Connaught one to 111. 


Deatus 1N Pusiic Instirutions.—-Of the 15,213 deaths registered, 3,358, or 22:1 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 30°3, in Munster 
26°8, in Ulster 16-0, and in Connaught 13:0. 


UNcERTIFIED DreAtus.—According to the returns, 3,188 of the 15,213 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 21 per cent. of the total. 
In Leinster the percentage was 14, in Munster 25, in Ulster 16, and in Connaught the 
uncertified deaths were +47 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

.~ glhe Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 30th September last was 4,148 (1,937 males 
and 2,211 females), being 3,389 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1913, 
and 4,034 below the average number for the third quarter of the ten years 1904-1913.

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on Saturdays 
during the third quarter of 1914 was 33,834 or 258 below the average for the 
corresponding period in 1913. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during the quarter 
was 37,614, being 248 below the average for the third quarter of 1913. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the third quarter of 1914, an average 
number of 1,677 in each week was located in asylums for the blind and the deaf and dumb, 
and in extern hospitals; in the corresponding quarter of 1913 the average weekly 
number was 1,616.

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteorological obser- 
vations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, Dublin, during the third

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quarter of the years 1909 to 1914, respectively, furnished by direction of the Superinten- 
dent of the Ordnance Survey (see Table on page 162). 


The mean height of the barometer during the third quarter of 1914 was 29-953 
inches, being 0°073 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1909-1913 ; the highest reading (30° 446 inches) was on the 27th September at 9 a.m., and 
the lowest (29-385 inches) on the 14th September at 9 A.M. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 58-6°, being 2:6° above the 
average for the third quarter of the 5 years, 1909-1913. 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 81°9° and the minimum 
30°1°. The maximum heat in sun was 131°5°.

Rain fell on 45 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 7°415 inches 
being 1:182 inches above the average for the third quarter of the five years, 1909- 
1913. The greatest monthly rainfall was in August, when 3: 845 inches were registered. 


July —The mean height ot the barometer during this month was 29-860 inches ; 
the highest reading (30-185 inches) was on the 10th, at 9 a.m.; and the lowest 
(29:500 inches) on the 2nd, at 9 am. The mean temperature of the air was 
59:-2°, the maximum registered was 76°5°, and the minimum 40°9°. The 3rd was the 
warmest day, and the 4th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 58: 4° 
and of the wet bulb, 565°. The maximum heat in the sun was 131:0°, and the minimum 
on the grass 35°7°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 178°8 hours, the 
oreatest daily amount being 12°5 hours on the 3rd. The maximum ozone was 0°7, 
the minimum 0:4, and the mean 0-5. Rain fell on 18 days. The rain-fall measured 
2-340 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0-350 inch on the 4th. 


August.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29°955 inches ; 
the highest reading (30°361 inches) was on the 31st, at 9 P.M., and the lowest 
(29-509 inches) on the 2nd, at 9 am. The mean temperature of the air was 
62:5°, the maximum registered was 77:6°, and the minimum 40°8°. The 12th 
and 17th were the warmest days, and the 12th the coldest might. The mean of 
the dry bulb was 59°5°, and of the wet bulb57°5°. The maximum heat in sun was 
130°8°, and the minimum on the grass 40-1°. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 199-5 hours, the greatest daily amount being 12-1 hours on the 12th and 
17th. The maximum ozone was 0:8, the minimum 0-0, and the mean 0-4. Rain fell 
on 17 days. The rain-fall measured 3-845 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 
1: 140 inches on the 29th. 


September.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 30: 045 inches, 
the highest reading (30°446 inches) was on the 27th at 9 a.M., and the lowest 
(29385 inches) on the 14th, at 94.m. The mean temperature of the air was 
54:0°; the maximum registered was 81:9°, and the minimum 30° 1°. The 20th was the 
warmest day, and the 21st the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 54: 2°, and of the 
wet bulb 52°4°. The maximum heat in sun was 131°5°, and the minimum on the grass 28 -0°. 
The total amount of sunshine recorded was 173:1 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 11:2 hours on the 20th. The minimum on the grass was below 30° on one 
night. The maximum ozone was 0:9, the minimum 0:0, and the mean 0-4. Rain 
fell on 10 days. The rain-fall measured 1-230 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours 


was 0°460 inch on the 16th.

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METEOROLOGY. 


{Prepared in the Meteorological Office under the direction of W. N. Shaw, Esq., LL.D., 
Sep. RSH 


For the whole quarter temperature was 1° above the normal, and the period ot 
greatest heat occurred about the middle of July. For about a fortnight from July 
26th and for another fortnight after August 12th the general level of the thermometer 
was below the normal. In the northern division the number of days with a measur- 
able amount of rain was 52, or 6 less than the average, while the total fall, 83 in., 
was only 82 per cent. of the normal.| In the south, on the other hand, the rain days 
were 6 more than the average, and the total fall, 113 in., as high as 116 per cent. 
The aggregate number of hours of bright sunshine equalled 48 hours per day, a 
figure exactly identical with the normal in the south, but 0°6 hour per day in excess 
in the north.. The mean level of the barometer was a little below the normal during 
July, but above it in August and September, and the main direction of the wind 
from some point between south and west. 


Juty.—Although the normal state of the weather was unsettled, and uninter- 
ruptedly fine days never frequent, heavy falls of rain were rarely experienced. Over 
Ireland generally the temperature differed very little from the average. The greatest 
outburst of heat occurred on the 20th or 21st, when the sheltered thermometer rose 
to 80° or 81° over a wide area. During the last week the temperature was low for the 
time of year, the maxima on most of the days being little above 60°. The lowest 
temperature of the month, however, occurred during the early days. On the 3rd 
the sheltered thermometer fell to 38° at Markree Castle and to 40° at some other 
stations. In the northern division the mean maximum was 64-1° and the mean 
minimum 52-0°, while in the south the corresponding values were 65°6° and 530°. In 
both districts the figure was in close agreement with the average. Rain was of more 
frequent occurrence in the south than in the north, and the total amount was also 
larger. In the north the aggregate, 2°76 in., was 0-53 in. less than the average, while 
‘n the south the difference from the normal was +044 in., the total being 354 in. On 
most days the fall was slight or moderate, but occasionally about 0°3 in. or 0-4 in. was 
measured in various localities of the west and south-west, and on the 30th the heaviest 
fall of the month occurred; at Valencia the fall was 1-1 in. and at Foynes 1'0 in. 
Both the northern and southern districts had about the same amount of bright sun- 
shine, the value being rather less than 43 hours per day, but while that figure was 
about equal to the average for the north, it was about 40 minutes per day less than 
the normal for the south. 


The main wind current was between south and west until the middle of the 
month, when winds from between north-west and north became general. Gales from 
the north-westward were experienced on the northern seaboard on the 24th and 25th, 
and the wind about that time was strong and squally over the country generally. 


Avucust.—The temperature over the southern half of the country was more than 
a degree higher than in the north, but the latter division was drier and also brighter. 


The weather generally was rainy both early and late in the month, but mostly 
fair and dry, except on the 14th, from the 9th until the 20. For the month as a 
lv 2° above the normal, and the bright sunshine 14 


whole the temperature was nearly 
hour in excess in the north and 0-3 hour in the south, while the total rainfall was 


0-21 in. less than the average in the north and 0-65 in. in excess In the south. The 
first week was cool as well as wet, rain falling daily, while there was less bright 
sunshine than during any subsequent weekly period, especially in the north, and the 
thermometer at no time touched 70°. The following week proved the warmest and 
brightest part of the month. Temperature readings of 70° or above became rather 
common, and on the 13th a maximum of 78° was registered at Markree Castle and 
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Birr Castle, and 77° at Armagh and Waterford. The mean temperature at this 
time was about 3° above the average. In the north the mean sunshine per day 
reached 7°8 hours, or 3-5 hours above the normal, and in the south the corresponding 
values were 7-1 and 2 hours. The fine weather was broken temporarily on the 14th 
by rain and thunderstorms, which occurred very extensively, bringing some heavy 
local rains; 1-1 in. at Dublin, 1:2 in. at Markree Castle, Rathgar, Clongowes Wood, 
Birr Castle, Killarney, and Valencia, 14 in. at Newtownforbes, 1-5 in. at Waterford, 
1°6 in. at Seskin, and 1-8 in. at Kilkenny. The generally fine weather continued until 
the 19th, but from that date until the end of the month few days passed without rain 
in some part of the country, although the quantity was not, as a rule, large, and the 
duration of sunshine, except during the last few days, considerably exceeded the 
normal. The temperature, too, continued relatively high. On several occasions 
maximum readings above 70° were recorded, and the mean was at least 2° above the 
average. The main current of wind for the month was between south and west, and 
its force sometimes brisk, but occasional light winds from other points were 
experienced, particularly during the dry, settled period. 


SEPTEMBER.—The month was characterized by very fine and very wet periods, 
but considered generally the greater part was dry. The first week brought little or 
no rain except to the extreme south and south-west, but this was followed by an 
unsettled period during which few days were without rain in some portion of the 
country. The rain was, however, more frequent in the south-west and west than 
elsewhere, and after the 20th the country generally became fine and dry. In the 
neighbourhood of Dublin the conditions were almost entirely rainless after the 16th 
or 17th. At Malahide rain fell on only 7 days, yielding a total of 0°90 in., while 
at Killiney there were only 6 days with rain, giving a total of 065 in. For the 
month as a whole the northern division had 1-77 in., or 1:44 in. less than the normal, 
while the south had 299 in., or 0-10 in. more than the normal. The mean tempera- 
ture in the northern half was 54-9°, an excess of 1° on the average. In the south the 
mean was 2° higher—56-9°—and the excess over the average 17°. The excess was 
entirely due to the warmth of the first fortnight, as subsequently the thermometer 
was generally below the normal. In all parts of the country the bright sunshine was 
more prevalent than usual. The excess was, however, not large. In the north, 
where the mean sunshine per day was 4:24 hours, the average was exceeded by 0-48 
hour, and in the south, where the daily mean was 4.64 hours, the excess was 0°20 hour. 
The latter half of the month was much brighter than the former. For a week after 
the 20th the daily mean was as high as 6 hours.

21-5 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 17,504 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 16:0 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 3,257 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 22-2 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 13°9 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°4 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913, but 0°2 above the rate for the fourth 
quarter of 1913. The deaths are 996 above those registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1913; the death-rate is 0:9 above the rate for that quarter, and equal to the 
average for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913. 


In comparison with those for the corresponding quarter of 1913, the returns of 
pauperism furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 1,837 in the 
average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease 
of 84 in the average number of persons on out-door reliet. 


Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 7,679, and the number of persons on 
out-door relief shows a decrease of 13,002, the total under both heads being 22:4 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (5,617) registered in Ireland during the third quarter of 1914 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-1 above 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1913, and 0-2 above the average rate for 
the third quarter of the ten years 1904-1913. Of the total number of marriages, 3,772 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,845 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 4-7 per 1,00€ 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 6-5 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is 0-3 above, and that under the latter heading 0-1 below the average rate for 
the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion ot 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, while 
as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than that for 
any of the other quarters of the year.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st December last was 
23,570—12,034 boys and 11,536 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in every 46:5, 
or 21:5 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of births registered 
during the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1904-13, was 24,066, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 21:9 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are—Leinster, 22°2 
per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1911 ; Munster, 20-1; Ulster, 22-1 ; 
and Connaught, 20:7. 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 30°7 for Dublin county borough, 
and the lowest 15:9 for Dublin county. Of the intermediate rates the highest five 
are—Belfast county borough, 26-5; Limerick county and county borough, and Mayo, 
23-2; Donegal, 22:1; and Londonderry county and county borough, 22:0. The lowest 
five are—Clare, 17-7; Wexford and Roscommon, 17°9 ; Westmeath 18:3; and Leitrim, 
13°]. 

DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 31st 
December last was 17,504—8,813 males and 8,691 females—affording an annual ratio 
of 1 in every 62:6, or 16:0 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1904-13, was 16:0 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 17:6 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1911; in Munster, 15°1; in Ulster, 16°4; and in Connaught, 13:0. 


The county or county borough death-rates* range from 11:4 in Roscommon to 24.3 

in Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest five are—Clare, 11-6; 

Leitrim, 11-7; Kerry, 12:1; Mayo, 12-3; and Louth, 13-3; and the highest six are— 

Belfast county borough, 18:3; Limerick county and county borough, 17°8; Waterford

Acus.—-Of the 17,504 deaths registered last quarter, 2,066, or 11-8 per cent., were of 


infants under one year of age ; and 7,248, or 41-4 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 87-7 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 12-9 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
11-9 per cent. ; in Ulster, 12-0 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 8:3 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 36-7 per cent.; in Munster, to 42°9 per cent. ; in Ulster, to 40:7 per cent.; and in 
Connaught, to 53-0 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Disrases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
1,067, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0:97 per 1,000 living.

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Enreric Frver.—There were 80 deaths from enteric fever registered during the 
December quarter of 1914 in the whole of Ireland; these represent an annual, rate of 
0:07 per 1,000 of the population estimated to the middle of the year. In each of the 
three preceding quarters deaths from enteric fever were 59, 57, and 75 respectively and 
the average for the corresponding quarter of the 5 years, 1909-1913, was 77. Of the 
total deaths (80), there were 22 registered for Dublin county borough. 


T'ypHus.—The number of deaths from typhus was 12, as compared with the average 
11, and 5 deaths registered during the September quarter of the year. The deaths were 
registered in the following Unions :—In Ballina, 5; in Cahirsiveen, 2; in Cork, one; in 
North Dublin, 2; in Galway, one, and in Portumna, one death. 


SMALL-POX.—No report of the occurrence of small-pox in Ireland was received 
during the period under notice. 


MrasLEs.—Deaths from measles, which in the three preceding quarters were 223, 452, 
and 167 respectively, declined to 159 in the December quarter of the year, the average 
being 157. The deaths correspond to an annual rate of 0-15 per 1,000. In 26 of the 
159 unions of Ireland one or more deaths from measles were registered ; among these, 
8 deaths were registered in Ballina, 108 in Belfast, and 5 in Larne. 


ScARLET Fever.—There was an increase in the mortality from scarlet fever, as 
compared with the average 84 and the deaths in the three quarters preceding 138, 
93, and 75, the deaths in the period under notice rising to 166; this latter figure is equal 
to an annual rate of 0:15 per 1,000. Of the deaths 24 were registered in Belfast, 12 for 
Dublin county borough, 23 in Lisburn union (18 of which belonged tc Belfast county 
borough), and 33 in Waterford union. 


W HOoPING-couGH.—The deaths from whooping-cough numbered 139 and represent a 
rate of 0°13 per 1,000; in the corresponding quarter of the past 10 years these deaths 
averaged 166, and in the September quarter ot 1914 there were 163 deaths trom this 
disease registered. Of the deaths, 8 were for Dublin county borough, 29 were for Cork 
county and county borough, 42 were in Belfast county borough, there were 11 in 
county Galway and 15 in county Mayo. 


DiIPpHTHERIA.—The deaths from diphtheria increased from 60 in the quarter pre- 
ceding to 100 in the period under notice ; the latter figure is equal to an annual rate of 
0:09 per 1,000, and is 12 over the average for the corresponding period in the 5 years 
preceding. Of the deaths 13 were for Dublin county borough, 7 in the union of 
Kilkenny, and 6 in the union of Larne. 


D1ARRHG@AL DiseAsEs.—There were altogether 411 deaths from diarrhoeal diseases ; 
of this figure, 342 deaths were assigned to diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 
2 years of age. This latter figure represents an annual death rate of 0-31 per 1,000 of 
the population. 


TuBERCULOUS DisEASE,—The Registrars’ returns give the number of deaths from 
tuberculous disease as 2,005, a number equal to an annual rate of 1:83 per 1,000 of the 
population; in the corresponding quarter of the year 1913 the number of deaths as 
returned by the Registrars was 1,921. 


CANcER.—The mortality from cancer (892 deaths) represents a rate of 0°81 per 
1,000; in each of the three quarters preceding the figures returned represent the rates 
of 0:80, 0°79, and 0:80 per 1,000. 


ViotENcE.—-Among the deaths returned, there are included those occurring from 
accident and negligence, from homicide and from suicide; these in the aggregate 
numbered 230. 
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The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Enteric fever in 15 districts, typhus in 2, measles in 31, scarlet fever in 61, whooping- 
cough in 26, diphtheria in 24, mumps in 7, German measles in one, influenza in 
14, pyrexia in one, varicella in one, and polio-myelitis in one. [See Appendix to this

Inquests.—There were 387 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to one in every 45 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was one inquest to every 48 deaths registered, in Munster one to 
51, in Ulster one to 36, and in Connaught one to 86. 


Deratus in Pusuic Instirutions.—-Of the 17,504 deaths registered, 3,701, or 21°1 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 29°9, in Munster 
23°8, in Ulster 15-2, and in Connaught 12°6. 


UncERTIFIED Deatus.—According to the returns, 3,870 of the 17,504 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 22 per cent. of the total. 
In Leinster the percentage was 15, in Munster 26, in Ulster 18, and in Connaught the 
uncertified deaths were 46 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the fourth quarter 
of the year 1914, there were 17,733 persons successfully vaccinated. 


EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 31st December last was 3,257 (1,964 males 
and 1,293 females), being 1,304 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1913, 
and 1,843 below the average number for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1904-1913.

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on Saturdays 
during the fourth quarter of 1914 was 34,060 or 1,837 below the average for the 
corresponding period in 1913. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during the quarter 
was 37,440, being 84 below the average for the fourth quarter of 1913. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the fourth quarter of 1914, an average 
number of 1,666 in each week was located in asylums for the blind and the deaf and dumb, 
and in extern hospitals; in the corresponding guarter of 1913 the average weekly 
number was 1,662.

1909-1913 ; the highest reading (30-616 inches) was on the 18th November at 9 P.Mm., and 
the lowest (28-749 inches) on the 13th December at 9 P.M. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 44:0°, being 0-7° below the 
average for the fourth quarter of the 5 years, 1909-1913. ; 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 66°0° and the minimum 
16:7°. The maximum heat in sun was 111-39. : 


Rain fell on 59 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 12-020 inches 
being 3:535 inches above the average for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1909- 
1913. The greatest monthly rainfall was in December, when 6-520 inches were 
registered. 


October —The mean height ot the barometer during this month was 30-034 inches ; 
the highest reading (30:499 inches) was on the 4th, at 9 p.m.; and the lowest 
(29°294 inches) on the 31st, at 9 pm. The mean temperature of the air was 
49:5°, the maximum registered was 66:0°, and the minimum 29°7°. The 26th was the 
warmest day, and the 20th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 50-3° 
and of the wet bulb, 49°3°. The maximum heat in the sun was 111°3°, and the minimum 
on the grass 26-0°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 74:5 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 7-6 hours on the 26th. The minimum on the grass was 
below 30° on 2 nights. The maximum ozone was 0:9, the minimum 0-0, and the 
mean 0°5. Rain or snow fell on 13 days. The rain-fall measured 1-675 inches; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 0-500 inch on the 31st. 


November.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 30: 152 inches ; 
the highest reading (30-616 inches) was on the 18th, at 9 P.M., and the lowest, 
(29-006 inches) on the 15th, at 9 am. The mean temperature of the air was 
43°5°, the maximum registered was 56:8°, and the minimum 20:9°. The 16th 
was the warmest day, and the 22nd the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 43:°1°, and of the wet bulb41-8°. The maximum heat in sun was 90:8”, 
and the minimum on the grass 18-9°. The total amount of sunshine recorded 
was 72:3 hours, the greatest daily amount being 7:0 hours on the 16th. The minimum 
on the grass was below 30° on 8 nights. The maximum ozone was 0°10, the minimum 
0:0, and the mean 0:6. Rain or snow fell on 23 days. The rain-fall measured 3° 825 
inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0° 395 inch on the 27th. 


December.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29° 457 inches 
the highest reading (30°207 inches) was on ‘the 24th at 9 A.M., and the lowest 
(28:749 inches) on the 13th, at 9 P.M. The mean temperature of the air was 
39-0°, the maximum registered was 53-9°, and the minimum 16-7”. The Ist was the 
warmest day, and the 22nd the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 38° 6°, and of 
the wet bulb 37:0°. The maximum heat in sun was 60°5°, and the minimum on the grass 
16°5°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 59-0 hours, the greatest daily 
amount being 6:3 hours on the 31st. The minimum on the grass was below 30° 
on 13 nights. The maximum ozone was 0:9, the minimum 0:0, and the mean 0-5. 
Rain or snow fell on 23 days. The rain-fall measured 6-520 inches; the greatest amount 
in 24 hours was 1-170 inches.

The mean temperature for the quarter as a whole differed very little from the 
normal, but was generally above it during the earlier weeks and below it subsequently. 


In the north the mean was just a degree lower than that in the south. After the 
dry weather of October rain fell very frequently, but the total fall was very little 


above the average in the northern division of the country. In the south, however, 
the aggregate fall, 149 in., exceeded the average by 25 in. In-both districts the 
number of days with rain was rather less than the average. The duration of bright 
sunshine was at no time abnormally prevalent, and was seldom very deficient. The 
total for the period differed very little from the average, and the south had a mean 


. per day 0°6 hour higher than the north. 


OcToseR.—The weather was very quiet and dry for the time of year. There was 
an almost complete absence of the stormy winds from the Atlantic which usually 
render October a rough and rainy period, and the wind was mostly light and fre- 
quently variable in direction. . | 

Rainfall—Until the last week there was very little rain: over the country 
generally, many places experiencing partial drought through a considerable period. 
At Waterford there was no rain until the 20th, except 0-02 in. on the 6th and 0-03 
on the 12th, and at Newcastle, Co. Wicklow, no rain until the 12th. An exception 
occurred locally on the 11th, when the large amount of 25 in. fell at Valencia. 
During the last week rain fell almost daily, and was heavy on the 25th; at Lisburn 
there was as muchas 12in. In the north of Ireland the total rainfall for the month 
was 18'in.; a deficit of 21 in., and in the south 2-4 in., a deficit of 1°5-in.~ In-both 
divisions rain fell on 13 days. . 


Temperature exceeded the normal for the month as a whole, but was a little 
below it during the last week. The warmest day over the country generally was 
the 3rd, while the coldest nights were the 15th, 29th, and 30th. The mean tempera- 
ture for the period over the northern half of the country was 50:5°, and in the south 
51-4°, the former being 2°4° above the normal, and the latter 1:9° above. 


Sunshine—Although the weather was generally dry it was by no means bright, 
and the total number of hours of sunshine was less than usual. In Ireland North 


_ there was a daily mean of 2'4 hour, equal to a deficit of 05 hour per day. In Ireland 


Scuth, where the daily mean was 32 hour, the deficit was only 0-07 hour per day. 
The brightest week was the last, after the general character of the weather had 
become rainy and unsettled. 


NovEMBER.—The weather generally was rather rough and often rainy, the wind 
frequently becoming strong or rising to a gale from some point between South and 
West. There was, however, a period beginning on the 16th and continuing till 
the 23rd, when the conditions were both quiet and dry. 


Rainfall.—Rain fell on 21 days over the country generally, but heavy falls were 
rare in the south and not frequent in the north. In the northern division the total 
was 43 in., an excess on the average of 0°3 in., but in the south it was only 3-9 in., 
or 03 in. less than the average. At Roche’s Point the total fall, 3:11 in., was only 
66 per cent. of the normal, at Killarney the percentage was 90, and at Dunfanaghy, 
74. In Ireland generally the total rainfall, expressed as a percentage of the aver- 
age, was 124. Local thunderstorms were experienced from time to time, namely, at 
Valencia on the Ist, Dublin on the 2nd, Markree Castle on the 11th and 12th, again 


at Markree Castle on. the 26th, and also at Dunfanaghy; and on the 30th at Markree 
Castle and Carrick-on-Suir. 
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Temperature underwent many fluctuations, but was generally high for the time 
of year until the 14th, then low until the 24th, and finally high again. The warmest 
days occurred in most places on the 8th or 9th, when the thermometer rose above 
55° very generally and touched 63° at Killarney. During the colder spell the 
maximum readings inland were sometimes below 40°, while the minima of the night 
were many degrees below freezing point, except on some exposed points of the coast. 
The sharpest frost occurred about the 15th, when the thermometer recorded a reading 
of 21° at Clongowes Wood and Phoenix Park, 23° at Birr, Newtownforbes, and 
Armagh, and 17° at Markree Castle. For the month as a whole the mean tem- 
perature was 44'5° in the north, and 45-4° in the south, the former value being 0-4° 
above the normal and the latter 0°2° below it 


Sunshine exceeded the normal by a few minutes per day. In the north the daily 
mean amount was 2 hours, and in the south 23 hours. 


DECEMBER.—The month was characterized by wet and stormy weather. Few 
days passed ‘without more or less rain over the whole country, and gales or strong 
winds from between south and south-west were of frequent occurrence. The force 
of the wind was sometimes very great, especially along the western and southern 
coasts. The highest velocity occurred at Quilty on the 4th, when one of the gusts 
attained the rate of 41 m/s. (92 miles per hour). 


Rainfall—Heavy downpours of rain exceeding an inch were experienced from 
time to time in various districts. On the first day of the month as much as 2 in. 
fell at Killarney, on the 2nd 1-4 in. at Seskin, -Carrick-on-Suir, and on the 3rd a 
further 1-4 in. at Seskin and 15 in. at Waterford. On the 11th 16 in. fell at Rath- 
mines and 1:2 in. at Dublin and Lisburn; on the 20th 1:1 in. at Belfast, on the 25th 
1-4 in. at Roche’s Point, 1-5 in. at Waterford, and 1°6in. at Seskin, and on the 30th, 
1 in. at Donaghadee. Snow was experienced occasionally after the middle of the 
month; at Armagh on the 21st its depth on the ground was 8 inches. _In the northern 
division rain fell on 24 days and measured a total of 58 in., or 2:03 in. above the 
normal. In the south, where there was rain on 26 days, the quantity was much 


ae 


larger, the figure being 87 in., and the difference from the average 41 in. 


Temperature for the month generally was below the average, the difference 
ranging from a little less than 2° in the north to a little above it in the south. After 
being high early in the period many changes occurred, but as a rule it was below 
the average and several sharp frosts occurred away from the coast. Between the 
99nd and 24th minimum readings ranging from 14° to 20° were recorded in several 


places. 
Sunshine varied from a daily mean of 18 hour per day in the south to 12 hour 


per day in the north. In the former district the daily mean was 0°3 hour above the 
average, and in the latter a trifle below it.
